On the strength of her good race against 
Heliobas and Greatland at Louisville, Queen 
of Song was an odds on favorite for the third 
race. She won, but had to do the half in 49i to 
> j»t Foxnette by a narrow margin. Sloan’s 
vigor greatly aided Foxnette. 

At a mile, with only seven pounds difference 
in weights, W. H. Laudeman’s 3-year-old, Good- 
rich, was liberally backed to beat old Indra. 
Miss Gussie carried Indra along very fast for 
the first three quarters. Then Goodrich— who 
had been under a drive from half way along the 
back stretch— passed the filly and challenged 
the old horse. Indra stalled him off— as veter- 
ans are apt to stall off kids— and in the last 
furlong seemed to tell him about the ambition 
of youth ; which could be more correctly ap- 
plied. Lucid seems to need a rest. 

Mr. Laudeman landed the fourth race with 
his recent acquisition, Cambrian. King Barley- 
corn was a wavering favorite. The King led 
into the stretch. Near the furlong pole Hill 
appeared to cross Turner. Pulling to the out- 
side, Turner sent Barleycorn along. Sixty yards 
from the finish— when both boys were riding 
hard— King Barleycorn swerved against Cam- 
brian. The latter held his stride, while Barley- 
corn lost a couple of lengths. After weighing 
in Turner was called into the stand. There was 
some applause in anticipation of a claim of 
foul. Turner accused Barleycorn of swerving 
from the whip. The boy also declared that Hill 
did not shut him off at the eighth pole. Turner 
voluntarily took his colt back and pulled to the 
outside in order to get a chance to make a drive 
which he could not have done had he remained 
between Cambrian and the rail. Juggler ran 
well for nearly half a mile and was not urged at 
the finish. 

B. J. Johnston’s colors were carried to the 
front in the last race by Diggs. After Meddler 
and Pope Leo had shown the way to the final 
furlong, Dorsey brought up Diggs on the out- 
side and won by a length.
